FIGHT FOR -LIFE 


MUTILATED BODY FOUND: 
-— IN A HUT 


POLICE ON THE TRAIL. 

The preliminary “repurt ‘of a 
murder at Sai-cho-wan,. ou,..the, 
mainland, ‘between Kowloon :-i 
and Saikung, has reached Police 
Headquarters: 

The first intimation of the 
affair appears to have been given 
by a stonebreaker named Tang 

“Lok. living in Sha-ko-ling village, 
which ig near the scene’ of: the 
tragedy. 

Tang appeared at 4 p.m., yester- 
day at the house of Yeung Mow, 
a tailor, .of No. 42, Cook-street, 
. Hunghom, and, duformed him that 
a clansman vf his, a duck farmer 
named Yeung Kwan (50), “had 
been murdered in his hut at Sai- 
cho-wan. 

A Shocking Spectacle 

‘Yeung Mow immediately went 
to the Police, who promptly took 
up investigation. Detective-Inspec- 
tor Fallon and a party of Police 
went out with Yeung Mow and 
Tang Lok, and in Yeung Kwan’s 
hut they -found his mutilated body. 

“He had numerous wounds ‘on the 
head, face, arms, and body. The 
wounds appeared to Have been 
caused witn a blunt instrument, 
and the indications are that the 
unfortunate man had put up a ter- 
vific fight for his life. 

The motive of the 
Yeung “Kwan appeared to have 

-. been robbery as the interior of the. 
-hut was in great disorder, boxes 
having been forced. open and pro-- 
perty strewn about." It has not 


.,peen ascertained, however, if any-- 


thing was stolen. This, together 
* with the circumstances of Yeung 
Kwan's: death, and . the ‘time the 
tragedy occurred are ‘at present 
the subject of investigation. : 
Mr T. Murphy, ASP. in 
charge of the murder squad, Iater 
took charge of the case, ‘assisted 
by men of his squad from Police 
Headquarters. . 
Significant Clue? 
‘ It is understood that a clue has 
been discovered as to the direc- 
tion the murderers took,  foot- 
prints in the hut showing that 
there must have been more than 
one. Developmerits are expected.

CENTRAL BANK 


DEPLORABLE STATE OF 
KWANGSI FINANCE 


TAXES DWINDLED 
Canton, Saturday. 

In an interview to-day with Mr. 
Chow Man-chor, the managing diree- 
tor of the Central Bank, our correspon- 
dent was informed that as previously 
explained the total note issue of the 
bank is $21,000,000 against which the 
Bank has in its vaults and af the 
Government . Minit $15,000,000 reserve. 
Of the banknotes, $1,100,000 bear the 
Chinese signatures of Chow Man-clior 
—these are new noles; $13,000,000 are 
new ‘in circulation, and six to sever 
million dollars-are, sealed up in the 
possession of the merchants. At pre- 
sent, according to the ‘recert notice 
issued by the Bank, only ‘notes with 
Chew . Man-chor's signatures can bo 
exchanged for coins. Asked when the 
old notes will be redeemed, Mr. Chow 
replicd that redemption will take place 
in two weeks. He further reraarked 
that the suspensien of the exchange 
of the old notes is a temporary mea- 
stire to allow ihe disturbed state of the 
market to east off, 

Help For Kwangsi 

Our correspondent also enquired as 
to the state of finances in Kwangsi. 
Mr. Chow said that Kwangsi finances 
are in a deplorable state. The Kwang- 
si notes have depreciated materially. 
The Kwangsi coins are discounted. 20 
per cent. ageinst Kwangtung coins. 
Questioned whether:-Kwangttng is fin- 
ancially supporting. Kwangsi, Mr. 
Chow replied in the negative, but said 
that the National Government. remits 
through the Central Bank a sum of 
$500,000 a month to Kwangsi. This, 
together with the provincial taxes 
which have dwindled down of late, is 
all the revenue that is: going to the 
Kwangst Government.—Canton News 
Agency. 


STATE CONTROL 


POLITICAL “MOTIVES AND 
NATIONALISATION 


COLONIAL BANKS 


Mr. J. Beaumont Pease, (chairmap 
of Llayds Bank; London), in an inter- 
view with the “Financial Times” stated 
that notethe least important - factor 
which has contributed to the develop- 
ment of London as the great financial 
centre has been the policy of encour- 
aging foreign financiers and branches 
of overseas hanks to establish them- 
selves within her walls. . Consequentiy 
there has always been free and un- 
rsetricted competition, and never has 
that competition been more severe: and 
more acute than it is at the present 
time—and, mcreover, there has_never 
been a time when the standard of Lon- 
‘don banking and finanee was higher. or 
better established than-at present. 

What would be the probable effects 
on London’s prestige as a financial 
centre in the case of the Socialist plans 
for nationalisation being put into 
operation? 
the anomalous position that would be 
ereated if private, foreign and colonial 
banks were ailowed to carry on their 
business in the usual manner, while 
the British hanking system, controlled 
and directed by the Government, was 
fettered with the bonds of nation 
tion. G 

Overseas Customers 

One con examine this problem from 
two standpoints—first, the relations of 
British banks with their customers 
overseas. and, secondly, their relations 
with the British public, Assuming 
that foreign and overseas banks were 
allowed te compete side by side with 
State controlled British banks, one 
would expect to see a tendeney for 
business- to flow from the State banks 
to the private banks. 

The British public are not likely to 
repose more coufidencé in a State bank 
controlled by a Sovialist Government 
than in private banking concern 
whose business is conducted on non- 
polities]. and non-party lines, and 
whose existence can only he assnred 
and maintained by givlig satisfaction 
to its clientele There would always 
be the danger that a State bank would 
‘é tempted to allow. its policy to be 
influenced by pol motives; that it 
would favour individuals.“and indus- 
tries the merits of whose position would 
not justify a loan on sound financial 
considerations. 

Foreign and overseas banks would 
theréfore tend to increase'their busi- 
ness at the expense of British banks; 
more-and ‘ more branehes would be 


opened up, their interests extended, | 
their prestige increzsed; while, at the’ 


same time, English banks would tend 
to become less and less: efficient.

SURVEY OF JAPAN 


LACK OF ENYERPRISE FOLLOW- 
ING RETRENCHMENT SCHEMES 


OPTIMISTIC UNDERTONE 


“Although the new Government was 
expected to pursue 4-. conservative 
policy in. financial matters, the extent 
to which retrenchment is to be practis- 
ed has caused surprise and dismay in 
some’ sections of the business. com- 
munity. In general, hawevet, the new 
policy has been received with gratifica- 
tion by the whole nation and the great 
banking leaders in particular. The 
Government is planning o campaign of 
education to prepare the nation for the 
necessity of a period of declining prices. 
and. deepening trade depression which 
must inevitably precede and-follow the 
abolition of tae gold embargo. 


There was u symptomatic decline in : 


our general index- of wholesale prices 
which averaged 168.81, as against 
172.63 for the preceding “month. The 
decline was equally seyere in pro- 
ducers’ goods as well as in. consumers’ 
goods. : 

« The-average rate.of foreign ex- 
change on New York was 45.25 com- 
pared with $44.05 for June. The 
average does not, however, disclose 
the spectacular advance of. Japanese 
exchange which rose $43%% ai the .be- 
ginning to $46% towards the end of 
the month. This radical improvement 
was entirely due tu the announcement

BREACH OF ‘ur TSAL | 
ORDINANCE. 2 
| ATTEMPTED SUICIDE SEQUEL 
- At the Central Magistracy on 
Saturday, Mr. A.W. G. H. Grantham 
imposed a fing -of .$25 on 
« Chinese woman named Fung 
Kwan-tai, living on ‘the second floor 
of No. 119, First Street, West 
Point, for taking into her employ- 
ment a mui tsai named Chan Cheng- 
kiu (12). 3 
The prosecution was eondueted by 
Mr. 'H. R. Butters, of the Secret- 
aniat for Chinese Affair:, and the 


M. M. Watson. 

Case for Prosecution : 
Evidence in the case’ was taken 
on Friday morning, when the defen- 
dant was charged on a further count 
of ill-treating, the mui tsai on divers 
dates between March and Septem- 
ber this year. It was stated then 
that the case arose out of,the girl 
attempting to commit suicide by 
jumping into the harbour -on the 
afternoon of September 19, and Mr. 
Butters submitted that this gave’ 
rise to the presumption that the girl 
had been illtreated.” ; 

In her' evidence, however, the girl 
made no allegation against the de- 
tendant and said that she had at- 
tempted-suicide because defendant 
had reproashed her for carrying 
tales to a sub-tenant. and. brooding 
over What she thought was an in- 
justice which she had done to de- 
fendant, whom she referred to as 
“aunt,” she had decided to end her 
life. She also said that she was 
adopted as a daughter. aid called de- 
fendant “aunt” becauge-her mother 
had told her that defendant was her 
(mother’s) cousin. She admitted, 
however, that throughout the’ time 
she lived in the house she looked to 
the defendant for orders. 

There. was’ some “argument as to 
the admissibility of a “deed of pre- 
sentation” of the girl made out by 
the latter’s mother to‘a mah named 
Hon Fook who (Mr. Butters said) 
was the defendant’s husband, and it 
was. got from the girl in her evid- 
ence that at the time she was-left by 
her mother in defendant's house a 
bundle of notes was given to the 
mother by defendant. 


ll} Treatment Not Proved 


‘When the case resumed 
on Saturday, Mr. Grantham 
said that with regard. to 
the ill-treatment charge he would 
not call on the defence because he 
did not think they had a case to 
answer’: The only evidence produced 
on this charge was that the girl had 
been reproached by the’ defendant 
for carrying tales, and they had it 
from Dr, Ware that he did not think] 
that a scolding would have caused 
the girl to attempt suicide. 
Therefore, they must accept the 
girl’s own explanation which -was 
that she attempted suicide 
because of a feeling of 7 


for an injustice” which she 
had done to the defendant. 
In the circumstances, the pro- 
secution, having failed to prove ill- 
treatment, that charge against de- 
fendant must’ be dismissed. 

Mr. Watson said that it was his 
duty to point out to the Magistrate 
that, having the, girl in her charge, 
it was the defendant’s duty to re- 
proach her for carrying tales, It 
was a had thing to do and was like- 
ly to cause-trouble. He stiggested 
that far from proving ill-treatment 
of the girl the evidence produced by 
the prosecution showed that the girl 
had ‘been well treated by defendant. 

“Deed of Presentation” 

Speaking on the other charge, Mr. | 
Grantham said that he had decided 
that the “deed of presentation” could 
not go in as evidence against the 
defendant. “At best, it was merely 
hearsay evidence, 

Mr. Watson then applied that the 
document be admitted -as evidence 
in favour of the’ defendant: 

Mr. Butters said that Mr. Watson 
could riot have it both ways. He 
had objected to the admission of the 
document when. produced by. the 
prosecution. sige? 

. After some argument, his> Wor- 
ship decided ‘against: Mr, Watson, 
remarking that if it was hearsay one 
way, it waz also hearsay the other 
way. : 

Mr. Watson then said that -he did 
not wish -to. cross-examine the girl, 
but would Jike that she be told that 
defendant agreed that all that she 
had said in Court was perfectly tru

“deed of presentation” ‘(which 
would have given the reason) hav- 
ing been ruled out, they had nothing 
to prove why the money was paid. 
[t might have been given by defend- 
ant to-defray the expense of britg- 
ing the girl from the country, or it 
might even have been a loan to the 
girl's mother, who, they had heard, 
was out “of employment and penni- 
less. 

' Adoption Unknown Here 

‘The Magistrate, in giving his de- 


cision, aaid that as far as he knew 


there was no such thing as the adop- 
tion of a female child in Chinese law 
and custom. The only thing ap- 
proaching thé adoption of a female 
child in a Chinese household was the 
taking of a mui taai. 

The fact that the girl's mother 
was: penniles; was more reason why 
she should want to hand her daugh- 
ter over to. the defendant as a mui 
tsai to raise some money. 

He was satisfied that the work 
which the girl did in the defendant's 
house was the work of a domestic 
servant. In view of her-age one 


could not expect’ her‘to do heavier | 


work than that she did. The fact 
‘that she called her master and mia- 
tress, “uncle” and “aunt,” did not 
prove anything one way or the 
other, but it was significant that the 
girl looked: to the defendant for 
orders. The- prosecution had made 
out a cage, ; 
Defendant's Bad. “Joss” 

Mr, Watson then sald that in 
order {o save time. he would not 
place the defendant in. the witness 
box “but would like to say that 
defendant was unfortunate in that 
what had happened was due to the 
supersensitiveness of the girl her- 
self and not to any harsh action 
on the part of defendant. He ask- 
ed his Worship to take that into 
consideration when fixing the 
ee se 
. Butters said that all he had 
to ae was that the defendant em- 
ployed the girl as a mui tsai this 
year, in spite of a notice given out ! 
by the S.C.A., whieh was widely 
cireulated, so that there was no ex- 
euse for any Chinese living in the 
Colony not knowing the Ordinance.

‘CHINA'S. SHIPPING 


"SIGNIFICANT CHANGES IN 
“AMERICA 


BRITISH INCREASES | 


In view of the recent . discussions 
‘in regard - to the reorganisation .of 
Chinese shipping generally, if is in- 
teresting to note statistics prepared 
by the. Nankai University Committee 
on Social and Economie Research. 
The total tonnage of ¢ China's, ship- 
ping has steadily . increased + since 


1915-19 .and 1926-27. During the 
period during review, the first signi-, 
ficant change in. China’s shipping is 
the sudden decrease of American 
tonnage from 43.42 ° per cent.- for 
1870 to 1.83 per cent! for. 1880, and 
the suddert emergence of Chinese ton- 
nage of 29.61 per cent, for 1880. 
This change took place in 1877, when 
two American Companies sold their 
fleet “to the Japanese Government and 
one Chinese corporation. Since then 
Ameérican tonnage has seareely  oe- 
cupied more than 5 per cent. of 
China’s tonnage. In actual tonnage,

British -vessels have kept on incyeas- 
ing from a little above 3 miilion tons

period. In percentage, British ves- 
sels ran as high as 65 per cent, ‘of 
Chiria’s. total shipping during the 
period 1880-1898. Thenceforth, it has 
failen to the neighbourhood of 40 -per 
cent. . 
. Next in importance come Japanese 
vessels. The tonnage of Japanese 
was first . recorded in 
Reports in 1872, 
sels first. participated in the const 
trade of China in 1875. Before 1898, 
the tonnage under Japanese flag 
never reached one million tons; since 
then it has steadily increased from 
9.49 per cent. for 1900 to: 30.76: per 
cent, for 1927. The tonnage of 
Chitia’s foreign type vessel was’ first. 
reeordeé in the Customs Reports in 
1878, when a steamship company was 
incorporated by Chinese megchants 
who had hoped to secure the mono- 
poly of the trade with ports not open 
to foreign commerce. It increased 
from .18 million -tons, and was rais- 
ed to: 3.91 million tons or 32.64 per 
cent, of the total tonnage, by the 
transfer of American ships in 1877, 
Thereafter, the actual tonnage of 
Chinese vessels kept on increasing 
till 1926, except: during the -intervals 
-1884-85, 1894-95, 1900-01 and 1911.12 

In reeent years, 1926-27, the shares 


Chinese vessels in the total of China’s 


cent. is taken by British, 27-30. per 
cent. by Japanese and 17-26 per -cent, 
by Chinese- vessels. The decline in 
the share taken by the Chinese ves- 
sels during these years may be at- 
tributed to the prevaiince of civi!

"LOANS FOR OWNERS 


"Whether it is desirable to reintroduce 
the Trade Fac Act _so far as it 
affects the construction of new tonnage 
is a problem to which shipowners, ag 
well as poli ans, must give considera- 
tion. Strong feelings have beon engen- 
dered and the severest possible criti- 
cisms have been levelled against the 
Act in the past, but it is only fair to 
add that fn some instances those who 


have decried the value.of the Trade 
Facilities Act have themselves. taken 
advantage of its working. 

Weare faced with the formidable 
fact that practically every other Gov- 
ernment than cur own is providing 
some form of assistance for shipowners, 
enabling them to undertake the con- 
struction of new tonnage. In Italy, in 
Sweden, in France, in America and in 
Denmark we find that help’ is afforded 
in.one way or another, and whether the 
effect, taking shipowning as.a whole, 
is beneficial or not, it is. scarcely. in 
doubt that those countries in which no 
such assistance is given are. handi- 
capped. wie . . :

SUNK MASTER AND OPIUM 
/FRAFFIC 
MAGISTRATE'S WARNING 

Mr. Hin-shing Lo appeared before 
Mr. &. W. Hamilton, at the Central 
Magistracy, this morning, and ap- 
plied for a rehearing of the case 
in which a Chinese named Liang 
Lin, the master’ of, ‘a’ trading junk, 
waa convicted for allowing - the 
vessel to be used for the importa- 
tion into the Colony of 2,250 taels of 
raw and 60 taelg 
Government opium, 
Counsel said that he was making 
his application because the two 
missing fokis of the junk had been 
seen in Hong Kong and there was 
a possibility of getting them to ap- 
pear in Couft, in which event their 
story would exonerate the accused. 

Th: Magistrate suid that he would 
be glad to have a rehearing also, be- 
eause very probably he had been wrong 
in discharging. the accused on the twa 
charges of possession of the opium. 

Mr. Lo said that, aliernatively, in 
the event of the fokis not being avail- 
able, he would like-to apply for redue- 
tion. of the penalty. 

i Got’ Off Cheaply? 

Mr. Hamiltea said that-Mr. Lo could 
make such an application but he 
doubted very much if he would be sue- 
cessful. Tt so.med to him that aceus- 
ed had got off extraordinarily cheaply. 
His (Mr. Hamilton's) difficulty had 
been to decide whether or not to fine 
him $29,000, and he had strained his 


beroration and strained the Ordinance 


in the accused’s favour. He warned
